1. We should oppose any

sional elections conducted on a 
statc-nt-lnrgc busis. The re-divid- 
ing of the present seven districts 
into six should be done first, and 
then the elections should be con- 
fined to their respective districts. 
We say that, for the obvious reason 


that if nil congressmen arc elected 
on a state-wide basis the Little Rock 
area and east Arkansas are likely to 
name the entire ticket. This is no 
reflection on any leader or group ol' 
leaders either in Little Rock or in 
cast Arkansas today. It is simply an 
historic fact, true in the past and 
true now, dictated, not so much by 
the wishes of men, as by the sheer 
mass of population more closely knit 
together in those areas than else- 
where in the state. 


2. If Arkansas loses one of her 


congressional seats it is obvious 
that the present Seventh district 


will have to take on additional coun- 
ties in order to reduce the whole 
state to but six districts, We ought 
to be prepared in this case to see to 
it that some of the counties immediate- 
ly adjacent to us, but now a part 
of the Fourth district (Fort Smith), 
are added to our own district. 


For instance, Miller, Little River 


Scvier, Howard and Piko counties 
have much more in common with 
Hcmpstead, Nevada, Clark, LaFayct- 
te, Columbia nnd Union counties, than 
tiiey have in common with the min- 
ing and semi-industrial area of the 
Fourth (or Fort Smith) district.

The following is a brief history of 


the W. E. Callahan Construction Co. 
of Dallas, Texas, contractors for the 
War DoiKirlinem's 515,000,000 South- 
western Proving Ground near Hope: 


Origin 
The W. E. Callahan Construction 


Company was chartered under the 
laws of tile State of Nebraska 
on 


March 21, 1912, and is the successor 
to a parent organization known as 
Callahan Brothers, consisting of W. 
F: Callahan and Ed Callahan, father 
nd uncle of W. E. Callahan, who is 
iresident of the present company. The 
larenl organization known as Calla-! 
la Brothers was founded about 1892. 


It may be interesting to note here 


that W. F. Callahan and Ed Callahan 
were pioneers in railroad construction 
n the southwest, and took place in 
the famous race for land when In- 
dian territory was opened by the Gov- 
ernmont for settlment, at which time 
they staked out the town site of Shaw- 
iiee, Oklahoma, and it was shortly 
after this that they constructed a rail- 
road from Oklahoma into North Texas. 


The incorporators of the present or- 


ganization were W. F. Callahan, fath- 
er, W. E. Callahan, A. J. Callahan 
(brother), and J. A. C. Kennedy. 


Workings 
a. The first big job undertaken by 


thu W. E. Cullahan Construction Co. 
was the Kaw River Drainage District 
which was organized for the improve- 
ment of flood control of the Kaw Ri- 
ver, which was for ?1,280,000 and con- 
sisted of widening and straightening 
the channel, together with riprap and 
concrete revclmet work on the out- 
skirts of Kansas City. 


The early years of he Callahan Com- 


pany were devoted largely to irriga- 
tion, drainage and 
railroad 
work. 


A great deal of time and effort was 
devoted to the development of the 
dragline excavator, as the parent or- 


diid foreign countries, having first been 
used successfully by Callahan Bro- 
thers in the construction of the Hen- 
ncpin Canal in Illinois in 1903 for the 
War Department Corps of Engineers, 


b. (a) Perhaps the largest job con- 


structed by the W. E. Callahan Con- 
struction Company from the point of 
volume, rather than value was the 
American Canal, which runs from the 
Imperial Dam in California down into 
the Imperial Valley, and branches off 
into Mexico. This job was built for 
the United States Government Bu- 
reau of Reclamation. Our contract in- 
volved a total of 48,000,000 cubic yards 
of earth excavation and embankment. 
The amount of the contract was ?5,255,- 
298. 


This job involved the use of two 10 


yard draglines with 165 foot booms, 
which carried 14 cubic yard buckets, 
ivc 
6 yard draglines carrying 125 ] 


'ool booms and 7 yard buckets. 


One section of this conlract, in- 


volving some 9,000,000 yards, was sub- 
let to Boyce and Igo Construction 
Company of Baton Rouge, La., which 
company used one 10 yard dragline, 
one (j yard, and one 4 yard. 


In addition to this, many bulldozers 


and considerable rock equipment were 
used for finishing the bottom of the 
;anal, building roads, and drilling and 
shooting the loose and solid rock at 
the upper end of tho canal. 


This job was particularly interi'Sl- 


ing due to the fact that a large por- 
tion of the canal ran through the sand 
dunes which are used by the Moving 
Picture Industry for their desert scen- 
es, and there was a question in ev-

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Much Cotton 
Is Lost in 
Harvesting 


Asserts Methods 
of Handling Cost 


, 
Growers Half 
Million Year 


Nearly a half million dollars was 


lost by cotton growers last year as the 
result of poor harvesting and handl- 
ing methods, Oliver L. Adams, county 
agent, estimates, based on n report by 
tho Agricultural 
Marketing Service 


of the U, S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


The loss of more than $400,000 last 


season resulted from poor preparation 
caused ,by cotton picked too green, 
dew-laden, or wet, according to in- 
formation received from C. A. Vines, 
assistant extension agronomist of the 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. 


Vines advises that losses this season 


may range from approximately $2.50 
per bale for slightly-dew-laden cotton 
to as much as $20. or even $25 for 
cotton ginned wet, which results in 
gin-cut staple. 


It is recommended that when cot- 


ton is picked green, damp, or wet, 
that it be thoroughly dried 
before 


delivery to the gin. This may be 
done by spreading the cotton out in 
'the sun on old sacks put together to 
"protect the seed cotton from becom- 
ing dirty or from absorbing ground 


' "moisture. A seed cotton house to store 
,'wet, green, or damp cotton for a few 


days before ginning would be a good 
investment .on most Arkansas cotton 


(^farms. 
If the cotton has excessive 


i moisture and is stored in a seed cot- 
'ton house, it should be stirred to pre- 
' vent heating, the agent warned. 


Most of the responsibility for pre- 


serving the grade of; cotton lies with 
the grower by following these simple 


t practices in harvesting. When pro- 
"clucers deliver cotton to the gin in 
good condition, then it is the ginner's 
"responsibility ti turn out a 
good 


'sample. Both the farmer and the gin- 
' ner should use every precaution to 


-^preserve the high qualities in the cot- 


ton, because it represents a year's

The 
trouble is often difficult to locale. Ob- 
servations with tests made by the 
girmer himself are usually necessary 
However, much can he done by eotlo'n 
growers in modifying or improving 
their methods of harvesting and handl- 
ing. Around C months of labor is re- 
quired to produce a bale of eotlin in 
addition to land, fertilizer, seed, etc., 
and a large percentage of the income 
may be lost in one day by improperly 
harvesting and ginning the cotton.

Checkup Begins 
on Auto Tags 


Temporary Permit 
Expire on Several 
Hundred Sept. 12 


Revenue officials Thursday began 


preparation for a careful check-up of 
all out-of-state cars being operated in 
Hope and Hempsteacl county. 


Several hundred vehicles 
bearing 


out-of-state license tags have been 
operating here for the last 30 days 
on "temporary employment permits." 
Most of these permits will expire on I 
Friday, September 12, and immediate- J 
ly upon the expiration of such per- 
mit the owners of these cars will be 
subject to arerst unless they purchase 
Arkansas tags, revenue officials said. 
It was pointed out that the law pro- 
vides no extention of such temporary 
employment permits, and that motor- 
ists operating under them mus license 
their cars in this state after being 
here thirty days. 


The local revenue office calls at- 


tention to this survey because depart- 
ment officials wish to avoid the em- 
barrassment of any out-of-state men 
working on he defense project here. 


"Arkansas has allowed such per- 


sons gainfully 
employed 
here the 


privilege of operating their cars for 
30 days on their home state tags. 
Now, since many workers have elect- 
ed to stay longer in the state they 
must comply with Arkansas law and 
purchase their Arkansas tags," the 
bounty Revenue Inspector said.
